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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 6/13/05, which has been fully 
considered and added to the prosecution record. The amendment leaves claims 1, 9 and 1 1 
amended and claim 10 cancelled. Claims 1-9 and 1 1-13 are pending at issue. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record discloses or suggests the alignment apparatus comprising a jig for holding the optical 
fiber block, disposed on the upper plate and fixed to rotational means capable of rotation about 
an axis being perpendicular to the displacement of the sliding table so that the jig is capable of 
rotation about the upper plate. The most relevant prior art, the Dee et al. reference cited in the 
previous Office Action, discloses a related apparatus capable of rotating a fiber block mounted 
on an upper plate around the horizontal axis in which the sliding table moves. In other words, 
the sliding axis and the rotational axis are one and the same (z-axis). This device physically 
cannot perform in the manner claimed by Applicant. Therefore, claims 1-9 are allowable over 
the prior art. 

Furthermore, claim 9 has been amended to recite the allowable subject matter as 
indicated in the previous Office Action. Therefore, claims 9 and 1 1-13 are allowable over the 
prior art.
